In  the  fall  of  1975,  Western  New  England  College  was 
selected  by  Hanscom  Air  Force  Base  in  Bedford,  MA,  to 
conduct  educational  programs  for  both  military  and  civilian 
personnel.  The  College  offered  four  courses  at  Hanscom  that 
fall  and  had  a  total  enrollment  of  97  students.

Today,  with  programs  of  study  offered  at  more  than  18 
locations  in  Massachusetts  and  one  in  Maine,  and  an  enroll- 
ment of  968  students,  the  Off-Campus  Programs  Division  at 
WNEC  has  become  a  substantial  part  of  the  College.  Richard 
Veronesi  '61,  director  of  Off-Campus  Programs  since  its 
inception,  says,  "That  first  year  we  offered  only  four  graduate 
programs  and  two  of  them,  the  MBA  with  a  concentration  in 
acquisition  &  contracting  and  the  MS  in  engineering  manage- 
ment degrees,  were  developed  at  the  specific  request  of  the 
Air  Force  at  Hanscom.  Then  in  the  fall  of  1976  we  were 
asked  to  offer  graduate  programs  at  Ft.  Devens  and  under- 
graduate programs  at  Hanscom.  Our  expansion  had  begun!"

Update

Women's  Basketball 
Rebounds 

Going  into  the  1990-91  season,  the 
women's  basketball  squad  had  won  just 
12  games  over  the  previous  three 
campaigns.  However,  this  season  saw  the 
Golden  Bears  finish  with  an  11-9  record,

the  first  wirming  season  in  five  years. 

Second-year  head  coach  Mike 
Thompson  has  rebuilt  the  WNEC 
program  stressing  defense.  In  fact,  the 
Golden  Bears  lead  the  nation  in  defense, 
allowing  just  over  47  points  a  game. 

For  the  second  straight  year,  sopho- 
more forward  Jeimifer  DeForest 
(Waverly,  NY)  led  the  team  in  scoring. 
She  averaged  16.1  points  per  contest  and 
is  inscribing  her  name  in  the  WNEC 
record  books.  In  only  her  second 
collegiate  season,  DeForest  is  already  the 
eighth  leading  scorer  in  school  history. 


Skaters  Make  Playoffs 

The  WNEC  hockey  squad  qualified 
for  its  third  consecutive  appearance  in  the 
EC  AC  playoffs  in  1990.  Despite  losing  to 
Amherst  College  in  the  first  round,  the 
Golden  Bears  still  posted  a  respectable 
11-10-2  record. 

Junior  forward  Joe  Musa  (Springfield, 
MA)  led  the  team  in  scoring  with  22 
goals  and  32  assists.  For  his  efforts,  Musa 
was  named  to  the  ECAC  All-Star  first 
team.  Senior  defenseman  Gary  Grout  was 
named  to  the  second  team  after  his  solid 
play  and  notching  six  goals  and  16 
assists. 

Senior  forward  Greg  Frederick 
(Springfield,  MA)  is  the  second  leading 
scorer  on  the  team  with  14  goals  and  17 
assists. 

Men's  Hoop  Finishes  Even 

Playing  in  the  newly  formed  Constitu- 
tion Athletic  Conference,  the  men's 
basketball  team  finished  the  regular 
season  with  an  even  12-12  record.  The 
Golden  Bears  met  Coast  Guard  in  the  first 
round  of  the  CAC  playoffs  and  lost  a 
heartbreaking  52-50  decision  at  the 
buzzer. 

It  was  that  kind  of  season  for  WNEC. 
Despite  ranking  in  the  top  five  nationally 
in  total  defense  and  field  goal  percentage 
defense,  the  Golden  Bears  lost  seven 
games  by  five  points  or  less. 

Junior  forward  Tim  Conry 
(Wrentham,  MA)  led  the  team  in  scoring 
much  of  the  season,  averaging  1 1 .4  points 
per  game.  Sophomore  forward  Peter 
Wininger  (Bristol,  CT)  averaged  10.7  per 
game.  Sophomore  forward  Jason  Goddard 
had  a  solid  rookie  season,  averaging  10.2 
points  and  8.9  rebounds  per  contest. 

Grapplers  Look  For  Strong 
Finish 

The  1990-91  wrestling  squad  finished 
the  regular  season  with  a  13-7  record  and, 
despite  a  having  a  young  team,  hoped  for 
a  strong  showing  in  the  New  England 
Division  III  Championships  held  at 
Wesleyan  University.  Sophomore  Tom 
Layte  made  the  strongest  showing, 
placing  second  at  142  pounds  and 
WNEC  finished  the  tournament  in  sixth 
place. 

Bowlers  and  Skiers  Near  Top 

The  men's  bowling  team  fared  well  in 
1991,  finishing  with  an  11-4-1  record. 
They  ended  the  year  in  second  place  in 
the  Tri-State  College  Bowling  Confer- 
ence, trailing  only  the  University  of 
Lowell.  Sophomore  Carey  Ross 
(Westfield,  MA)  led  the  team  with  a  197 


average.  The  women's  squad  finished  the 
year  with  a  4-11-1  record,  in  fifth  place. 

The  men's  ski  team  finished  the 
regular  season  in  second  place  in  the 
Osborne  Division  of  the  Eastern  Colle- 
giate Ski  Conference.  The  team  placed 
seventh  out  of  17  teams  in  the  Regional 
Championships  held  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  season. 

The  Golden  Bears  moved  up  a  class  in 
the  ECSC  this  season  and  raced  against 
some  of  the  top  teams  in  New  England. 
They  were  led  by  sophomore  Sean 
Rayner  (Pittsfield,  MA),  who  finished  the 
year  as  one  of  the  top  five  racers  in  the 
league.

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Cesar  Chavez  at 
WNEC 

Cesar  Chavez,  president  of  the 
United  Farm  Workers  of  America, 
AFL-CIO,  spoke  at  the  College  on 
February  6.  Sleith  Auditorium  was 
packed  as  Chavez  urged  the  crowd  to 
boycott  California  grapes.  He  is  leading 
the  third  international  grape  boycott  to 
win  protection  for  farm  workers  against 
the  effects  of  pesticides  and  for 
consumers  from  the  residue  on  food. 

Local  union  and  community  leaders 
joined  in  a  press  conference  at  the 
College  before  he  spoke  and  during  the 
lecture  a  14-minute  videotape,  titled 
"The  Wrath  of  Grapes"  was  shown.  The 
videotape  showed  the  effects  of 


pesticides  on  children  living  in  four 
Central  California  farming  towns  with 
high  cancer  rates. 

Chavez  explained  that  his  union 
sought  to  boycott  grapes  because  they 
were  sprayed  with  what  he  called  the 
five  most  dangerous  pesticides — captan, 
parathion,  phosdrin,  dinoseb,  and 
methyl  bromide— and  studies  had 
shown  they  caused  cancer  and  birth 
defects  in  farm  workers'  children.  "A 
boycott  is  direct  action,  more  powerful 
than  public  policy,  and  it  will  make 
grape  growers  pay  attention  to  the 
issues,"  Chavez  said.  "I  have  been 
boycotting  for  30  years,  and  I  am 
convinced  that  with  time,  boycotts 
work.  Wc  call  it  voting  at  the  market- 
place."

One  evening  in  1968,  Phil  Gorman 
came  to  Western  New  England  College 
to  see  what  they  had  to  offer.  He  left  the 
campus  enrolled  in  a  calculus  course 
taught  by  Lloyd  Emerson.  In  1980, 
twelve  years  and  43  evening  courses 
later,  Phil  graduated  with  a  bachelor  of 
electrical  engineering  degree.  His 
relationship  with  Western  News 
England  College  had  hardly  begun.

Phil,  now  retired,  worked  for  AT&T 
for  30  years.

Phil  and  his  family  live 
in  Hampden,  MA,  just  12  miles  from 
the  College.  He  remembers,  "About 
three  years  after  I  started  taking  courses, 
my  wife,  Marion,  who  was  bringing  up 
our  three  kids  at  home,  decided  she 
wanted  to  try  evening  classes  at 
WNEC."  Marion  adds,  "I  had  an 
associate's  degree  from  the  University 
of  Hartford,  and  I  decided  to  see  what  it 
was  like  going  to  school  at  night."  The 
first  course  she  took  was  Fundamentals 
of  Real  Estate  and  she  continued  on  to 
get  her  real  estate  certificate  from 
WNEC  in  1975.  Active  in  real  estate  in 
the  area,  Marion  received  her  real  estate 
license  in  1988  and  she's  hoping  to  earn 
for  her  broker's  license  this  year. 

Phil  and  Marion  agree  that  their 
children,  Marilyn,  Paul,  and  Kevin 
basically  grew  up  at  the  College.  Phil 
recalls,  "They  came  with  me  when  I 
studied  in  the  library,  or  when  I  did 
work  in  the  computer  center.  They  were 
as  much  into  it  as  I  was."  Marion 
agrees,  "Western  New  England  College 
is  a  way  of  life  with  us.  It  always  has 
been." 

Marilyn  was  the  first  of  their 
children  to  enroll  at  the  College.  She 
began  in  1984,  with  her  brother  Paul 
following  right  behind  in  1985.  Then, 
their  brother  Kevin  began  at  WNEC  in 
1987.

Cur- 
rently an  electrical  and  computer 
engineer  in  the  Corporate  Technology 
Division  at  American  Saw  &  Manufac- 
turing Co.  in  East  Longmeadow,  MA,

Paul  says  it  wasn't  just  his  family's 
nudging  him  that  made  him  select 
WNEC.
